The greatest gro wth and pro sperity 
the co untry had ev er seen came sud­ 
denly in 1879, after sev eral mo nths o f 
disappo intment because specie re­ 
sumptio n had no t yet bro ught the 
benefits expected. 
It is no t the larg­ 
est and mo st po werful v essel that 
can be started mo st quickly, and it 
takes time fo r new co nfidence to reach, 
thro ugh easier mo ney markets, larger 
o rders, resuming mills, expanding em­ 
plo yment and larger distributio n, the 
results which make still greater and 
lasting gain po ssible. Such gradual 
and steady impro v ement has besn in 
pro gress fo r mo re than two mo nths. 
The o utput o f pig iro n has gained 
12 3 per cent in December and 41.6 
per cent smce Oct. 1.

4 fo r exjio rt will yield o nly $ 0.87J at 
the mill and the shipment o f 2,000 
to us billets to Manchester will yield 
o nly $ 15 at 
Pittsburg. Steel bars 
hav e beeu reduced 1 cent and so me 
o ther finished pro ducts $ 1 per to o , 
but the demand o n the who le is stead­ 
ily gro wing. The co ke o utput has 
risen fro m 50,000 to 94,342 to ns week­ 
ly and 
I m e t a l s are a shade 
stro nger. 
Mo re print clo ths were so ld than fo r 
many weeks. But so me mo de o f clear­ 
ing away the eno rmo us surplus has 
beco me a necessity.

R. G. Dunn's Weekly Trade Review 
this Wuk rays: 
The greatest growth and prosperity 
the country had ever sun earn# sud­ 
denly in 1879, after several months of 
disappointment because specie re­ 
sumption had not yet brought the 
beupfits expected. It is not the larg- 
u t and most powerful vessel that 
can be started most quickly, and it 
takes time for new confidence to reach, 
through easier money markets, larger 
orders, resuming mills, expanding em­ 
ployment and larger distribution, the 
results which rn uke still greater and 
luting gain pouible. Such gradual 
and steady improvement b u been in 
program for more than two months. 
The outpnt of pig iron b u gained 
12 3 per cent in December and 41.6 
per cent since Oct. L The ontpnt of 
coke b u increased 88.7 per cent ainee 
Oct. I. Sales of wool have again be­ 
come large, though not yet full re­ 
ported. Money markets feel a steady 
increase in demand for commercial 
and manufacturing loans. Addition­ 
al works have gone into operation each 
week in January and the working 
force is larger than for six months. It 
is not a time of high prices. Many 
who are angipos to get urly bold on 
the market are making for the mo­ 
ment lower prioee than they ooold af­ 
ford to maintain.

ence to duels or duellists, and, as every 
newspaper reader knows, a French duel 
is as common an incident of French 
social life as any athletic contest be­ 
tween individuals is among ourselves. 
This comparison sug g ests at once the 
g round of difference between the B rit­ 
ish and the Gallic point of view. 
We 
as a nation adm ire physical streng th 
directed with skill and courag e; the 
French do not. 
“Jeux de mains, jeux 
de vilains.” 
The “Code du Duel,” by 
the Marq uis de 
Chateauvillard. 
the 
recog nized authority upon such m atters 
in France, declares axiomatically, “ A 
blow is not an answer to a blow.” We, 
ag ain, recog nizing the difference 
be­ 
tween hot blood and cold blood, believe 
in the apolog y; the French rule says, 
“There is no apolog y for a blow.” 
We 
consider that the law of the land has 
no eq ual in authority; the French code 
declares “ the laws of honor are as sa­ 
cred as those of the g overnment.” 
It 
is an absolute rule of French law and 
custom today that a man who kills 
another in a fair duel will only be tried 
to be formally acq uitted. 
What this “ honor” which the due] 
satisfies really is may be judg ed easily 
enoug h by considering 
a few 
duels 
themselves. 
In 1834 M. Emile de Gir- 
ardln reduced the subscription price 
of his paper. La Presse, by one-half, 
with the result that its circulation was 
enormously increased, and that he had 
to fig ht four duels with the editors of 
other Parisian journals, 
who 
disap­ 
proved of his enterprise. 
In one of 
these he killed the talented Armand 
Carrel, and was himself shot throug h 
the hip and ling ered between life and 
death for weeks. 
He could never be 
induced to fig ht ag ain. 
“ Duelling .” he 
said, “ is a 
fault 
of 
our 
education, 
ag ainst 
whiih our 
intellig ence pro­ 
tests.” 
But as Mr. Pemberton-Grund 
well remarks. “ In France 
you must 
have killed your man to be able to say 
that.” In 1843 a famous g ambling duel 
was foug ht with pistols, and one of the 
com batants shot dead. 
The conditions 
had prescribed that the pistols were 
to be unknown to all parties, but 
It 
was afterward discovered that one of 
them had assiduously practiced in the 
early morning with the pistol he was 
to use. 
The survivor and his second 
were tried for murder, but were ac­ 
q uitted ; A h e y were afterwards reaiTCSt- 
ed and tried for perjury and sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment.

race to duela or duellists, and. as every 
newspaper reader knows, a French dud 
is as common an incident of French 
■octal life as any athletic contest be* 
tween Individuals is among ouraelvsa. 
This comparison suggests s t once the 
ground of difference between the Brit­ 
ish and the Gallic point of view. We 
ss a nation admire physical strength 
directed with skill and courage; the 
French do not. ”Jeua de mains, Jeux 
de vilalns.” The “Code du Duel,” by 
the Marquis de 
Chateauvillard, 
the 
recognized authority upon such matters 
in France, declares axiomatically, "A 
blow is not an answer to a blow.” We, 
again, recognising the difference be 
tween hot blood and cold blood, believe 
in the apology; the French rule Baya, 
“There is no apology for a blow.” We 
consider that the law of the land has 
no equal in authority; the French code 
declares “the laws of honor are as sa­ 
cred as those of the government” It 
is an absolute rale of French law and 
custom today that a man who kills 
another in a fair duel will only be tried 
to be formally acquitted. 
What this “honor” which the duel 
satisfies really is may be judged easily 
enough by considering a few duels 
themselves. In 1834 M. Bm tie de Cir 
ardln reduced the subscription price 
of his paper, La Breese, by one-half, 
with the result that its circulation was 
enormously increased, and that he had 
to fight four duels with the editors of 
other Parisian Journals, 
who disap­ 
proved of his enterprise. 
In one of 
these he killed the talented Armand 
Carrel, and was himself shot through 
the hip and lingered between life and 
death for weeks. 
He could never be 
induced to fight again. “Duelling,” he 
said, “is a fault of our education, 
against 
whkh our intelligence pro­ 
tests.'’ 
But as Mr. Pent ber ton-Grund 
well remarks. “In France 
you must 
have killed your man to be able to say 
that.” In 1845 a famous gambling duel 
was fought with pistols, and one of the 
combatants shot dead. The conditions 
had prescribed that the pistols were 
to be unknown to all parties, but it 
Was afterward discovered that one of 
them had assiduously practiced in the 
early morning with the pistol he was 
to use. 
The survivor and his second 
were tried for murder, but were ac­ 
quitted; /hey were afterwards rearrest­ 
ed and tried for perjury and sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment.

The Marquis, Mr. Pemberton- 
Grand says, was a gentleman of whom 
the militant editors of the Paris press 
stood somewhat in awe. Aa an instance 
of the courage of De Mores, he remarks 
that when on his American ranch two 
cowboys tried to “jump” some of his 
cattle, he and one of his men fought 
them off with Winchester rifles, the 
invaders being similarly equipped. Mr. 
Pemberton-Grund is evidently unaware 
that local opinion described this en­ 
counter in very different language, that 
the Marquis de Mores was at once ar­ 
rested and put in prison, and that he 
narrowly escaped lynching.

the habit of every Frenchman, before a 
duel, to go to his fencing master and 
take a I econ de duel, which costs three 
or four times as much as an ordinary 
lesson, and in which the master teacher 
him one of the secret thrusts that 
form a part of his atock-in-trade.

M oSe o f Sel e ctio n . 
Ex-President 
Harrison 
writes of 
The Judicial Department of the Gov­ 
ernment” in the Ladies’ Home Jour­ 
nal, and says with reference to the gen­ 
eral mode of selecting Judges in the 
majority of states: 
’’There has been 
much discussion as to the proper ten­ 
ure for the judicial office, and the ten­ 
dency. na expressed in the later Statf 
constitutions, has been in favor of 
limited terms. The earlier state con­ 
stitutions gave the appointment of the 
judges to the governor or the Legisla­ 
ture, but along with the demand for 
limited terms for the judges came an­ 
other for their election by the people, 
and in a majority of the states they are 
now nominated in the party conven­ 
tions and elected by popular vote, just 
as a Governor or Sheriff Is chosen. I 
do not think that either 
of 
these 
changes is a reform. Limited terms, if 
they are long, may be supported by 
many considerations; but short terms. 
I combined with popular elections, have 
not, in my opinion, secured aa high a j 
judicial standard as prevailed before. I 
A judge who must go at short inter- j 
vail before a political convention for J 
a nomination, and before the people j 
for an election, cannot have the same 
sense of Independence 
and security 
that he would have if his term were 
long or during good behavior. 
The 
judical office should be so organized 
that men of the best abilities and at­ 
tainments would enter it as a career, 
and give their lives and their am­ 
bitions wholly to it.”

It may not be out of place to suggest 
that if there is any American 
poet 
who deserved the statue of a man of 
action—not the Bestad or half-recum 
bent effigy of the thinker or philoso­ 
pher, but the figure in bronxe standing 
in the attitude of Intellectual combat 
with the world—that poet is Whittier, 
says the Atlantic. No figure, It would 
seem, could more readily inspire the 
sculptor, especially lf the man be taken 
in the prime of his life. 
Every one 
who has described him at that epoch 
hat left an account of most Impressive 
personality. Col. T. W. Higginson saw 
in him. at 35, “a man of striking per­ 
sonal appearance; tall. slender, with 
olive complexion, black hair, straight 
black eyebrows, brilliant eyes, and an 
oriental, semitic cast of countenance.”
